THE PLANT WILL COST $2O,OOO 


Approval of the Contract for Elec- 


tiio Light-Easy Terms. 


At the adjourned session of the city 


oounoil held last night Mayor Kanan and 
all the aldermen except Dnrfee and Whit- 
eel were present. The chief object of the 
meeting was to approve the contract with 
the Ft. Wayne company submitted for 
the purchase of an electric light plant 
The original contract as taken to Ft. 
Wayne by Mr. McDonald for the signa- 
ture of the company, provided that the 
plant should cost Decatur $16,500, but 
the price was doubtless considered too 
low, ae they sent the papers back asking 
that the aity agree to pay about $20,000 
for tho plant. 


THE APPROVAL. 


Aid. Wayne oU'ered the following reso- 


lution : 


Riaijlml. Tbat tbe contract submitted by tho 
maior. city attorney and gas committee, pro- 
cured from tho Fort Wayne Jenney Electric 
J.Ubt Company, be approved, and tbat Ihe 
mayor and city clerk be authorized aud 01- 
rocied to sign said contract and aifli tbo offi- 
cial seal ol the city of Docatur thereon, und 
upon said Port Wayne Jenney Electrlo Light 
Company signing said contract, a copy of said 
conn act shall be delivered to said city. 


There was considerable discussion upon 


the important matter ot the purchase, 
aud after all who desired to do so had 
spoken, the motion to adopt the resolu- 
tion was carried by the following vote: 
Voting live—Ferguson, Gogerty, MoClel- 
liu, Mimy, Starr, Cakes and Wayne—7; 
absent, Dnrfee aud Whitsel; excused 
from voting, Ehrmau. 


THE CONTRACT. 


The terms of the contract are in sub- 


stance aa follows: The Jenney company 
agrees to establish here within ninety 
days from the date of the contract (Octo- 
ber 17) an electric light plant consisting 
of one et'gine, two dynamos, eight towers, 
and all necessary poles, wires, and such 
other machinery and equipments as may 
boueoessaiy to properly light the city 
with electricity. The engine is to bp a 
new 12x16 Bass engine of 100 horse power. 
The dynamos are to be of tbe Jenney 
patent, each of sufficient power to furnish 
thirty electric lights, each light to be of 
not leas than 2,000 candle power. The 
towers ere to bo built of Star iron, and 
are to be arranged for supporting six eleo- 
ti ic light?, although but five lights are to 
bo ueed on each tower. Each tower is to 
bo 125 feet high. There are to be ten low 
lights, and each is to be suspended from 
an O'Bierne maet-arm. It U provided in 
the contract that, if more than ten miles 
of wire and poles be required, the city 
shall pay 8200 for each additional mile 
required; and that if lees than ten milea 
be required, the company shall allow for 
every mile less than ten a deduction of 
$200 from the contract price of the plant. 
The plant is to cost the pity $19,995, ex- 
clusive of the cost of making the changes 
in and about the water works building 
that may be required for the proper boue- 
iug aud protection ot the electric light 
machinery, and of the cost of making all 
necessary steam aud ixhauat connection, 
etc., etc. 


The terms of pajment are as follows: 


552500 on or before March 1, 188C; $0315 
ou Sept. 1, 1880; $5240 on Sept. 1, 1887, 
aud $1910 on Sept. 1,1889; or, in lieu of 
the last three payments, the oity may 
iseue the tune warrants on the dates men- 
tioned for the several amounts, said war- 
rants to draw interest at the rate of 6 per 
cent per annum until paid. 
The compa- 


ny will furnish a man at its own expense 
to superintend the operation of the plant 
until 1*88. 


The contract, as approved by the coun- 


cil, will bb forwarded to tbe Ft. Wayne 
company for signature, when the work of 
establishing the plant will be commenced.
